tively receiving, driving through lanes 
of cheering citizens, speaking and then 
driving again. Ho was hurried from 
the train to n carriage and driven to the 
Hew marble Capitol. where he received 
numbers of the State and City Govern¬ 
ments and found time to take an in- 
’ West In the man that opened the door 
of his carriage. After the. reception he 
*as driven over a long route through 
the city, finally reaching the City Hall, 
where he gave nn address, and then he 
wn* driven to the place where ho em¬ 
barked for the yacht. 

Through It all he left a momory of n 
gracious tnan with a kindly manner and 
i hr«»ad democracy. Breaking rules 
trade by others for his protection, he 
Stopped his carriage to shake nands 
with a workingman, as when In front ot 
thr .Tournnl and Bulletin office on West¬ 
minster street, ho rose to reach the out¬ 
stretched hand of a man wearing a 
Jumper or to accept a profferred 
bouquet; as when on Broad street two 
children, a boy and girl, aged 4Vs and 3*2 
years, boldly making thetr way through 
tho line of cavalry’, half-timldty offered 
tie* bouquet they had prepared. His 
youth and hi? beaming/ smiling gra¬ 
ciousness. were the qualities most re¬ 
marked by the great crowds that 
blocked the sidewalks of the down town 
•trreta hours after the President had left 
the city. 

Nothing could have been more com¬ 
plete than the arrangements composing 
the scheduled programme of the Presi¬ 
dent's stay in this city, and no arrange¬ 
ments could have been better carried 
out The start of the drive was made 
on the scheduled minute. The -finish was 
made one minute ahead of the time 
agreed on. Every part of the day's 
movements was carried out at the time 
Planned by th*.- State omclals with Act¬ 
ing Mayor Freeman. The police ar¬ 
rangements were admirable. The of- 
fW* i detailed looked exceeding well In 
their new* military uniforms and white 
ftove®. Chief Matthews had made ex- 
CeUtnt plans to handle the crowds. The 
President suoko In high admiration of 
the police and the police arrangements. 

A clear, bright, crisp, early autumn 
day favored the party. At the latter 
part of the drive about tho cltv, dark 
clouds came up and a few drops of ralr 
Ml. But they were only a very few and 
Although some of the members of the 
party on the drive had the tops dt theii 
open carriages closed, the carriage of 
the President, with its four horses, re¬ 
tained onen. and ho continued to rise 
*nd bow with uplifted hat whenever the 
crowds choi red as they did almost every* 
*her*> along the line.

KARLY MORNING SCENES. 

Larly in tho morning tho down town 
»^«ta began to assume a holiday ap¬ 


pearance. The flags at almost 
every building on Westminster street 
below Cathedral square and on many 
of the buildings on Weybossct street 
showed fresh and clear In the bright sun 
and the efisp coolness of the autumn- 
tinged air made walking comfortable 
and relieved much of the distress that 
would havo attended crowding on a hot 
day. The decorators were putting the 
finishing touches on some of the larger 
buildings and everywhere the Red. 
White and Blue was in sight. 

The big grandstand at the City Hall 
was an attraction that drew the at¬ 
tention of a considerable crowd as early 
as 7 o'clock. The decorators were add-' 


to bring in. large numbers of paspeh- | 
gers; early in the mornfng. - The stop of 
the presidential party at Pastime Park j 
In the Pawtuxet Valley held in tho. j 
Valley thousands who would otherwise | 
have taken early cars into the city, al- j 
though a good part of the Valley pop- } 
ulatlon seemed to have come in, after, 
all.

j The presidential train passed over the

was later changed to Oneco, the. next 
station, on the Connecticut side. . The, 
train people had received no orders to' 
stop at Oneco, so the station agent said/ 
and the train was scheduled to pass that 
station at about 40 miles-an hour. 'Mr.'

A train of drawing room 
cars in-itself is not an ordinary sight , 
along that road, and to the throngs that 
gathered in the villages and along the 
tracks there were symbols that marked 
the train as the conveyance of someone 
of unusual distinction.

ley was reached, where the first official 
stop in the State was made, for a brief 
speech by the President -at Pastime 
Park. 

The presidential train of. five cars left 
Hartford on schedule time, 8 o’clock a. 
m. yesterday, and brief stops were made 
at ’Willimantlc, Baltic and Plainfield, 
whero President Roosevelt briefly ad¬ 
dressed ‘ the crowds which had as¬ 
sembled to greet him*. 

At Willimantlc there was a great 
crowd, and the President left the train, 
and, accompanied by Mayor Barrows 
and the members of the party, drove 
through some of the city’s streets to 
the public square, where the President 
delivered his address. 

At Baltic the train stopped for sev¬ 
eral minutes, and the President ad¬ 
dressed the crowd, composed largely of 
employes of the Baltic Mills, from the 
i ear platform of his car. At Plainfield 
the train stopped for water, and tho

Ing a touch of color here and there and 
had made an exceedingly creditable 
showing. Tho body of tho stand was 
covered with white, with a broad band 
of blue above it at the level of the 
flooring. Festooned national flags were 
placed at Intervals on the- front and 
the entire appearance of one of .the 
largest grandstands ever built In the 
city was very evidently satisfactory to 
the self-constituted critics. 

Tho chairs and settees for the body of 
the grandstand came from some of the 
city school houses and’were delivered 
during the early morning and placed In 
position. They faced the centre of the 
stand and the elevated platform, where 
the President took’his place in making 
his address. While on u lower level, 
they had little advantage over the three 
rows of board seats built at the side of 
the stand in the form of bleachers. 

Out in front of the stand carpenters 
were busy placing joists and the sup¬ 
ports for the outer line to be estab¬ 
lished by the police. This barricade ex¬ 
tended over the car tracks In front of 
the Hall, tho ends cutting off diagonal¬ 
ly the foot of Washington street, on 
one aide of the City Hall, and that 
of Fulton street on the other. It early 
stopped the running of cars on Ex¬ 
change place, but this had been provid¬ 
ed for by the Rhode Island Company, 
and conductors and moiormen received 
thoir instructions as to where and when 
to run. 

Some of the buildings down town were 
well covered with flags, and the display 
on some was lavish. The Board of 
Trado building, at the foot of West¬ 
minster street, in Market square, onco 
tho old public market, and also the 
City Hall, was handsomely decorated 
with bunting. The display at the Bos¬ 
ton Store, The O’Gorman Company, Thu 
Shepard Company and the Manufac¬ 
turers’ Outlet Company was also ono 
to attract attention. The Swarts build¬ 
ing on Weybosset street was also 
finely decorated, and many others 
were well covered with the na¬ 
tional colors. There seemed to be 
a fairly general desire to at least 
display flags, and Westminster street 
looked much as It appeared on the day 
tho First Rhode Island, United States 
Volunteer Infantry, marched up it. on 
the return of the regiment from Its 
services in the war with Spain. 

The decorations at Brown I'nlverslty. 
were notable and appropriate. From the 
tall flagstaff on the roof of University 
Hall, the oldest building on the campus, 
floated a handsome American flag, an¬ 
other large flag covered the front centre 
of the building, and many little flags 
fluttered at the windows. The Van 
Wickle gates, at the head of College 
street, were surmounted by two Ameri¬ 
can flags, on staffs, and at the top cen¬ 
tre of the middle gates hung a brown- 
hued banner, with the word 'Brown*' in 
white. There were other decorations in 
the national colors on the gates, and 
many flags were displayed from the 
administration building, just across the 
street. 

Tho cars from suburban points began 


utes later than schedule time yesterday 
morning, after Stopping at Oneco, Conn., 
to take aboard Adjt. Gen. Sackett, wrho 
was the official representative of . the 
State to welcome the nation’s Chief 
Executive. With Adjt. Gen. Sackett 
were Hon. Adin B. Capron. member of 
Congress from the Second District of 
Rhode* Island, and a representative of 
the Journal and Bulletin. 

Through some mlsunderstaqding the 
plans at this point nearly miscarried.

At the 
smaller stations, cross roads and ham¬ 
lets these crowds were not of any con¬ 
siderable size, but no matter how small 
tho group, or the age of the persons 
composing it, men, women and chil-, 
dren, all alike, manifested ..their, enthu¬ 
siasm by waving handkerchiefs and
